Now, adeiiuate surveys have already 
been made of the head of the Alberni 
canal by the Domiiiioii aiulioritics, and 
the iriforiiituioii thus obtained shows : 

The SoiiiiiH river at best i.s only ;i 
small .'^treaiii, and it is very (lucstioii- 
able, even it such dredging opm-ations 
were l arried out, that the river would 
be wide enough to accommodate oven 
small steamers.

.Municiimlity for the : ear LS!!,^), and bearing 
such rate of interest as may bo requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of tlie Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
an.iual revenue before the revenue for the your 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
.Muiiiclpaliiy ol tho City ol Victoria for the year 
1.S95, was 1262,619.05! 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1896 payable out of the annual 
revenue beiore such revenue for such year be- 
comes luiyable by the taxpayers, tt is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum oi 
money uol exceeding $120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol-

It shall be lawlul for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, hy the Mayor and the

Hon. J. II. Turnef Minister of Fi- 
nance, has written an interesting reply 
to a gentleman who, as a delegate from 
■ Slocan, liad feiMit to iiim a protest and 
criticiein of that part of the iissessniont 
act ani(3iKlincnt bilKIeuliug witli ininins,' 
output. 'Die ))rotcat having buen nuuie 
public, in the News-Advertiser of Tues- 
day, Mr. Turner's letter is also an open 
one, as follows;

Sproat, Esq., Turner Block, Vic- 
toria. 

SiH : — I have the honor to acknowledge 
wilh thanks the receipt of your eomniii- 
nicatiuii of tlio L'Stli uRuno, in which, 
on behalf of tbo miniiii; po])uhUion (if 
the Sliicaii district, you present tlieir ub- 
jccaiiins to the pnijiiisal I'untained in the 
anien(hiientM to tlie as^sessnient act now 
before tlie liouse to, as you put it, " tax 
the gross output" of ore. Dwin^ to 
your long residence in the province and 
your i.itimate l<no\vledt,'e of tlie district 
ior whicli you speal;, as well as of the 
various mining iiluises wiiich the pro- 
vince ha.s experienced, your views are 
worthy of and will receive tlio careful 
consideration of the govern nient. 

I have read with interest tlu^ elulmra- 
tion of your objections to tlie bill, and 1 
assume" that you share fully tlie opiniiins 
which yon say areexpressed by the min- 
ing iiopulatiiiu of Slocan district, and on 
the assnmiition that your main premises 
are CDrreet as to the object of the pro- 
])iised legislation, there is iiiucb in what 
follows in which 1 Cinild concur, for 
to whatever extent we might disagree 
as to tlio iiractical effect of the 
bill in operation, J am (|uite at 
ono with you in deploring anything that 
would check or retard it in its ileveloji- 
ment stages, or would place npun it any 
unnecessary burdens. 

You say' " the chief objection to 
the proposal is that it singles out 
for special legislation, a precarious and, 
upon the whole, at present an 
uiiremunerativo industry," and you 
ask " why the mining avocation 
should be singled out from the other 
avocations of the people and treated ex- 
ceptionally? " That is a presentation <if 
the case the correctness of which I can- 
not admit. If we proposed to treat min- 
ing exceptionally, and that is, as I take 
it, the gravamen of your objections, 
there would be force in your remarks, 
but we do not. On the other bund, it is 
proposed to place mining on an e(piality 
with other avocations, which u|) to the 
present it has not been. Tin; gov- 
ernment, in common willi all other gm - 
ernmenta, imposes a tax on land values, 
personal property, mortRages, incomes, 
successions, stocka-in-trade, etc., and the 
only values which hitherto have en- 
joyed immunity are those arising out of 
mining operations. In nearly every 
C(juntry in which mining is carried on 
mines are taxed in some way for the 
pnriiose of producing revenue, ami 
mainly on the output. 

The" fees and licenses to which you 
refer as imposed tin prospectors, and 
the coiiditions under svhich claims an^ 
held, are not complained of as onerous 
or unjustifiable, and the rights, privi- 
leges and protections en joyed in return 
area substantial quid pro quo. The 
large amount of expenditure on the part 
of the government necessary to ojien up 
mining districts and render accessible 
milling ^properties, without which de- 
velopment would be impossible, and 
whicli altogether in the past has been, 
and niusL in the future continue to be, a 
very large sum annually, demands as a 
iiei:'essity for its continuance and in jus- 
tice to a'll other interests that mining 
should contribute aileipiately and equit- 
ably t(i the reveiiucB of the province. If 
the industry be a jirei'arious and oncer- j 
tain one, a'nd is still uii remunerative, | 
the argument in favor of its exenqition j 
on that account applies with even greater | 
force to the responsibilities of the gov-| 
ernment in relation to it, nn<l I fear, if: 
carried to a logical conclusion would re | 
act unfavorably on those whose inter- ! 
ests are involved. The government has | 
not and cannot, under the promising , 
condition of ad'airs at the present time, 
take tliat view of it. 1 

The principle of taxation upon which 
tin' government is proceeiling is that a 
iiiiue rejin'senis a vahus iriveii to it in a 
l.rnporti.iiial degree liv the exertions of, 
the State in behalf of tlie iaduritry as a 
whole, and that the mineral m place is 
iiart of the royal doniaiii. .Vs such it is 
lettitimately subject to lax;itioii. The 
value, is only to be determined by ihe 
output. The'refore, as only producing 
mines can liave value in the projier 
sense, only )ut)ilucing mines can be 
ta.\ed, ami the prospector and claim 
owner are exempt from all burdens and 
development is not retarded thereby. | 

Your statement that "a s|)ecilic ob- ^ 
jeclion to till! [nciposed tax is that it will ^ 
beaninqioKl upon mining iiroceases — , 
taxing not value, liiit the process to 
discover value, wliicdi jirocess commonly i 
has a negative result," involves a line 
distinction, cleverly drawn, to which 
due regard must be bad; but the dis-| 
tinction ia one which, without jiroper 
limitations, would lead to wholesale, 
evasion. The iiroccas of discovering 
value is never at an end, and a mine 
may be said to lie never fully developed 
until the last ton of ore is in sight. Tlie 
line must be drawn upon practical, coin - 
mon sense grounds somewhere, and in , 
iiiv opinion, when a mine ia pmaucing 
a i'd shipping ore in the regular way, no 
matter what further procesises are in 
contemplation, it has reached the stage | 
where the assessor may take cognizance 
of it. The same argument with eijual 
force may be appli<;(l to every industry, 
in the c^mntry, and as a matter of fact 
they are all on all fours. We do not 
wait lor a farm, or a mendiant's stock, 
or a manufacturing oiiterpi ise to pay a 
dividend before taxing it. 

Now, as to the particular clause in the 
aBsessmenl bill under consideration, the 
objec'tions raiseil are largely amisaiipre- 
lionsiun us to what it proposes. The 
phraee "on the dump," which seems to 
have been imported into the <lt.<<cua8ion, 
does not occur, but, asi you will see, the

The value of the "gross output" is 
only to tie determined by what the ore 
is worth as it lies on the jiremisea, or, in 
other words, what a smelter company 
would pay for it, in the same way as a 
dealer would appraise grain in a farmer's 
barn or an animal in his field if he 
wished to buy it and accept delivery on 
the premi.ses. In efFect, it is the net 
value, liecause freight and smelter 
charges iiuiHt be taken into considera- 
tion in fixing the iirice. Itisnlso further 
I)ropofecl to deiluct three dollars per tun 
as an al low ance for tlu^ cost of raising 
the ore. The last iianied ]irovision fairly 
meets the nbjcction as to low grade ore, 
and as ilii^ tax is a propiu tional one, all 
valui'S are treated similarly over and 
aljove the cost of raising, which is more 
or less comnion to all classics of ore. 
Soudter returns, of (■■lurse, will be con- 
sidered in lixiiig the assessable value. 
This method has been decided upon as 
preferable to an inquisitorial examin- 
ation of the books of mine-owners, to 
which there would be grave objections 
on their part. In case of complaint of 
over-assessment, there is a procedure of 
recourse, but upon the mine owser will 
rest the onus of proving his complaint 
by sworn statemsnt as to his profits. 
There may be a little difliculty and some 
friction at first, but in l ime, wit b greater 
experieiicp on the part of a.-M ssors, these 
matters will regulate themselves. lOvery 
firecai:tion will be ^ikeii in giving 
instnictiona to the assessors to 
see that the law is carried 
ont in accordance with the spirit and 
intent rather than tlie letter, and this 
will invest them with discretionary 
powers so us to, as far as possible, ob- 
serve and preserve the proper distinction 
between the prot;esaand the value.

The publication of tliebill toiviiiLMul 
the Assessint-nt Act lias created quite 
ail oxcitemt'iit in l.lie Xouli'imy di'-tiii't. 
iSIiiici-M have helil meetings to jimtest 
iijriiinat. it.'' provif-ioiis iurI cditoriiil.'j liitve 
iip[)L'iu-L'ii coniliMiuii iifj; tlie measure 
aliiiDst witlioiit iiualilieatiou. Tliese ail- 
verse criticisr s were all tittered and 
written prematurely. If the speakers 
aiiii writer.s liad heard the wpeecli deliv- 
ered hy the Ministerot Fiiiaju-e 011 Tiie:-- 
(lay tliey would luive inodilied llieir 
cr' 'ci.'inis iiiateri;! lly . The I'leniier 
Biiowo<l very clearly indeed tliat 
the Governmeut are most desirous to 
treat the mine owners fairly, Tliey 
want the mining industry to pay its fair 
share towards the revenue of the Pro- 
vince, but It is evident from tlie tone of 
bis speech that iiotliing is fai-tlicr t'ldin 
liis intention tluin to limiiper niinint,' 
eiitei-pri<e or to treat mine owners in 
any respei-L imji-.sily. 

We are ylad to see tliat the men in- 
terested in the mines do not oliject to 
taxation per se. (.)ii the contrary, they 
^diiiit, the jiisliceand the lU'ees.sity of 
coiUri bntiiij: 1111 e.| iiitalilo sliaie to the 
pioviiu'i.il levL'iiiie. 'riiu.s fai- tliey and 
the Premier are altOjjetlier at one. The 
difiieulty is to fiiid out what is an equit- 
able share and how that share shall be 
estimated. 

All ajtree, too, that mining pronerties 
wUicll do not payHlioiilil not be taxed. 
The Finance .Minihler aas very clear and 
very einphatic, on tlii.s point. lie said 
that the bill " i.s only inteiidLMl Uj aj)|)ly 
to lliobc who are really niiikiiig a pndlt 
■out of their mines." If tite bill as it is 
now framed a:;t8 in tiiis way, tliu objec- 
tions that have been raised against it 
will have lost their force. 

The ojiposilion to it in I'Cooteiiay i.-- on 
the ground that it will make iniiiinii 1111- 
prolitahlc, luit if the ta>i iri s^o imposed 
that a loine uill not pay a cent iiiilil it 
is profitable I here will be iiothini; to 
complain about. All that remains to be 
considered i.s, are the precautions taken to 
exempt non-j)iiyi iig iiiine.s from taxation 
likely to be ell'ertiveV There is a dill'er- 
ence of oj)iiiion 011 this head. Is the 
allowance lor workini; ex jK^n.scj- .^ntli- 
cieiilVaiid i^ il riLilit, to take into eoii- 
sid. 'ration in e.--tii:Ki ilii^; the value of the 
ore for a.-seat^ment, the eost of treat- 
ment and tratisportatiiin? ft seems to 
U8 that in luakiiig these albiwaiiecs the 
Government have iiii-t nearly all the ob- 
jtictionB tliat have been iiri;ed against the 
liu-a.-^iire liy I he miners at the different 
milling' lo'.\ ns ami camps at which mcet- 
iiijjs lia ve been held . 

The principal objection to the bill at 
Nelcon was "reciiiiriny the assessment 
of all ore on the dump before it can be 
removed to smelter mills or sampling 
w )iks, ami basinji the aases.snient on the 
gross value instead of upon the net value 
of tlie product." We iiuotu from the 
resolution passed at the Nelson meet- 
ing. 

The petition of the municipal council 
of the corporation of Kaslo is ngaiiiet 
" the proposed tax of 2 per centum upon 
the output of the mines," 

The petition of the Aiiisworth nieeting 
had tlie same object, lleie is the firHt 
paragraph of that petition : 

" The assessment bill as reloting to 
mines and minerals is objectionable and 
:irlutrary, and the proposed tax of 2 per 
coiit. oii'tlie giosu output is unjust and 
unreaxoiiiihle and is certainly not 
pionijited by tliosu havin<r llie (.'eiieral 
proH[)erily oE the ptovince in view." 

The i;os!iland mine-owners and elaim- 
holiler.s ."ay : 

"Thai no taxation o( lids industry 
will be acceptable whieli docs not take 
into ai-eounl the very variable c.xpeniseH 
of miniiiL', freinhtand smelting, and that 
theref irt! any and all imposts upon a 
grudH value of tlie ore are unfair and un- 
roasonable." 

Tlio leading article in the Nelson 



Tribune of the 29th uU., is directed 

almost wliolly against " the proposed 
iniljo.'^ition of a 2 jjcr cent, tax on the 
gros.s output of ]ireeious metal mines." 

The Nelson .Miner is a.little more dis- 
ciir>i\e. It ."ays : 

" The opposil ion b: not .-o nuicb a<..'ainst 
the anioiinr ol tbc lax. It is more a^.unst 
the iiiothud of imposing it. A mine 
already pays its share of taxes, and it 
should not be asked to pay any more un- 
til it is making a profit. To tax ore 
on the duinj) 2 per cent, may be 
just eating up nil the i)rofit on a 
freshly developed mine or may Ije a stili 
further burden on a man strivinn 
every eiu'vc! to brint: bis |u'operly into 
workiiif: order. The iiidiHcriininiition of 
the tax i^ one of its worst features. It 
is virtually imjaisin;; a burden which is 
light on the rich man, but is crushing to 
the poor man," 

Our readers see from these extracl.s 
iroiii petitions, resolutions and editorials 
tijiainst the Assessment bill, tliat the 
< loverniiient have met the principal ob- 
jections against the measure, and have 
therefore taken from its opponents 
nearly all grounds of complaint. The 
eonelnsion at which any intelligent man 
must arrive after readim: the petitions 
and resolutions earei'uUy, ami al.so the 
speech of the Leader of the Cioveninient 
and the sub-sections added to the bill, 
which we published yesterday, is that 
there can be very little difTercnco ol 
opinion now as regards tlu! fairness of 
the bill between the (iovermnent and 
all reasonable men interested in the 
miniiii; industry. 

^V^' are pleased to see that the op- 
position to the measure was merely per- 
functory. The leadeiJIof the tipiiosition 
had nothing to say against the principle 
of the bill or against its details. This 
must U'ad impartial observers to the 
conclusion that the bill is a fair one; for 
if it treated the miners harshly and was 
unjust in its provisions, the Opposition 
would quickly jioint out its undue 
severity and its injustice. We believe 
that the bill, as far as the mining in- 
dustry is eoncerned, will <;ive as iniieh 
salisfacl i(jn as any measure imposing' 
taxes can '.;ive. The rreniier in framing 
this measure had a very ditlicnlt task to 
perform, and he is to be congratulated on 
the result of his labors. 



is alleged, lias become relaxed. The 

methods which have been found so suc- 
ce.s-ful in Great llriain are not suited to 
the United States, u her(i the condition 
of the iiiai-ses is very dill'erent. How- 
ever that may he, Mr. Ballington IJooth 
has incurred the disapproval of the Gen- 
eral and he was recalled to headquarters 
in England, Mr. B. ISootli and his wife 
— the latter is very far iiuteod from 
being a nobody in the Army or 
out of it— did not see their way to obey 
the General's order. Inlluential jier- 
sons in the States interposed and tried 
to prevail upon General Booth to recall 
his order of deposition and removal, but 
the old gentleman was firm. He was 
bound that orders should lie obeyed and 
discipline should be carried out, no mat- 
ter what considerations stood in the 
way. In reply to a rccpiest i)referrcd by 
the Hon. Ohauncey M . Depew he, 
through his eon Bramwell Ijootli, wireil 
" Universal clianges and equity comjiel 
him to confirm the arrangement, lie 
profoundly deplores the resignation 
dati'd .Taiuiarj' 31." 

What effect this broach will 
have on the Salvation Army 
in America it is hard t(j say.

I I'niled .'^tates institutions are on their 
trial just now. The Ihjiise of Kepre- 
scntatives, by an immense niajoril}', has 
reeoL'tii/ed the Cuban insurgents us 
belligerents; the Senate has done the 
same. The combined minority of both 
Chambers amounted to only twonty- 
tliiee. If the Senate and the House of 
KepresentativeH represent the will ol 
the petiple of the L'nited .'States, and if 
the jieojile in t!u: (ireal K.-jmblic 
really are sovereign, nothing re- 
mains for the I'resident to do 
but formally to recog nzo the 
Ciilam rebeU as belligerents and 
accord to them the ritihts of an in- 
dependent nation. Will the I'resident 
do this ' If the Ibilisb House (if Cum- 
! moiis and the British llou.se of Lords 
I signified their will on any subject so 
plainly and so decidedly, there would be 
notiiing for the Sovereign to do but to 
I carry out their wishes or appeal directly 
to the people. This latter course, under 
S'lcli circumstances, would bt^ very danj.'- 
eruus. There is a possibility that the

Oonneil of the Board of Trade Waut 
the Domluion to Assume JMan- 
aeremeut. 

A Qiie.-itiou of Freight Bates -Rppre- 
sGiitativu to the Imperial Ouin- 
lucrcial CouffresB 

The president, Mr. 1). R. Ker, occu- 
pied the chair at a meeting of the coun- 
cil of tlie board of trade yesterday morn- 
ing, the other ineiiihers jiresenl being 
Messrs. II. Chapman, .loslina Davies, 
W. II. Ellis, A. C. Lhimerfelt, Thomas 
Futcher, A. 11. Si aile, Wm. Tem]ilemiui, 
B. W. I'earse and the Secretary, F. Kl- 
worthy. One matter that came up for 
diacussion was the entrance fee, several 
of the members expressing the opinion 
that Jf3t), the present fee, was loo high. 
As only a geiieial meeting of the board 
could deal with the i|Uestioii , Mr. Pearse 
announced his intention of moving at 
the next iiuarterlv ineeling that the fee 
lie reduced to ^;'J()". 

.Mr. F. .). t'laxlon wrote asking that 
the council would use its inlluenee to 
have the ojierations of tli(^ snatihoat on 
the Skeena begun by .Vpril 1, as if snag- 
ging ilid not begin heforo the canning 
season the nets of the /isliernien wore 
ajit to sufl'er. Mr. Chixlon als(j ex- 
pressed the desire of the cannery men to 
have a hatchery on the Skeena, iind 
stated that Prof. Prince when he was in 
the province last year was favorably dis- 
posed towards that object. The council 
decided to send a copy 01 the letter to 
Mr. (iamlile. the resident Dominion en- 
gineer, with, a reiiuesl that if there was 
no rt-ason for ilelayiiig the snagiiing oji- 
erations on the Skeena, .^Ir. Cliixtoii's 
sugi^estion he carried out. 

While the meeting was in progress a 
telegram was received from lion. E. Ci. 
Prior suiting that the (.'ontroUer of C'us- 
lonis had brought before the govern- 
inent tlie ailvisahilily of putting on the 
free list, cotton twine for lisliing nets, 
and thill the suggestion had been lavor- 
ahlv receiveil. 

Hon. ,1. II. Turner, premier. acL.iiowl- 
eilged the receipt of the board's request 
that steiis should be taken to inquire 
into the jnospects ot the Yukon trade, 
and stated that the matter would re- 
ceive the consideration of the govern- 
ment. In connection with this matter 
the \'ancoiiver H<iard of Trade wrote 
that they endorsed the petition of the 
British (Joluinl)ia Hoard of Trade for a 
government grant to estahlisli a eleam- 
lioal service for the Yukon. 

(_!. Mad wen, secretary of tin: Cowiehan 
.■\grieult ural .•\ssociation, wrote asking 
the assist.ince uf the Ijoard towards 
securing reduced freight rates on tlu! 
Esiiuimalt it Nanaimo railway. Tlie 
letter set forth that the freight rate from 
Mcl'hersons on a car load uf cordwood, 
ifX a cord, was too high, that the freight 
ciiarj:e of $13.80 a car for hay from Dun- 
can was too much, as only five tons 
could be loaded, that on potatoes from 
l)unean tlie freight rates were at the 
rate of $2.60 a ton, and that the freight 
on lambs was about a sixth of the 
val lie. 

In the discussion it was pointed out 
tiial the E. I'm X. were losing money at 
the jiieseiit rates, and that they liml 
lower rates than aiiv other lailwayon 

the CO. 1st. 

Mr. Ker urged thai it was better not 
to tsike any action till the matter had 
been intiuired into. 

It was staled that the reason the 
freight on hay from Duncan came to so 
much was because the farmers baled the 
hay loosely. If it were baled more 
closely, like California hay, several tons 
more could lie placed in a car, and the 
freight would not amount to nearly ,is 
miii-h per Ion . 

.Mr. l-'.llis ilid not ,-oii.si,ler thai 1*1 a 

cord was loo hiL'h for h.uiling eoi'du- 1 

forty miles. It \vas heller to refer the 
mailer lo a enmiiiiltee to in(|iiir(? into 
hcfore tryin-^ to pass any drastic i-esolu- 
1 ions. 

Finally the matter was referred to the 
eoinmitlee on railways and navigation 
to tnvestigii e. 

In regard to the appointment of a 
delegate to represent tlie board at tlm 
Congressof Chambers of Commerce of the 
iMiipire, the Wostuunster board wrote 
siiL'gesting that one delegate be appoint- 
ed to repieseiit all the boarils of the 
province. 

'Llie I'rnvincial I luvernment wrote in- 
forming the lioiiril that Hon. V. (:. \'er- 
non, agent general for Ilritish Columliia 
in London, had been asked hy the com- 
mittee to ace.ipt tlu^ position cif one ot the 
vic.e-presidents of the congress. 

Mr. Ho'iert Ward, now resident in 
London, wa.s suggested hy Jilr. I'dlis as 
well fitted to reprt:sent the Itritisii Col- 
iimhia Hoard of Trade ;it the Uoniireas, 
and made a motion to this eU'eel, which 
WHS carried unanimonsly. 

The iiieflicieiicy of the Carni:iiiab tele- 
graph service was brought up by the 
President, who read the voluminoufl cor- 
ieH)TOndence with Mr. Wilson upon the 
subject. 

The meeting was of the opinioh that 
some steps should he taken to improve 
the service, and Mr. T. S. I'litchur moved 
thai the council strongly approve of the 
roconiiiieiidatiou contained in Mr. 
Ititliel's rcHdlution jiassed by the local 
house that the Dominion goveriuiienl 
take over the management of the Car- 
manah line. This was carried and the 
meeting adjourned about noon.

.Swoiii) moved to strike ont tlie 
provision re.'.ouinieiided by the railway 
committee giving authority for the ex- 
tension of the road from Trail Creek in 
an easterly or southeasterly direi;tion 
not niDre than twenty miles in a direct 
line. Ill' oliji'i'tcd to this extension bo- 
cau.se it did not fall witldn the scoj)e of 
tho powers asked for in the petition for 
the bill. 

Mr. 1Cei,i,ie pointed out that this ex- 
lension would be an tibsolute necessity 
to enable the coui|)any to bring in coke 
to tlieir snudtcr in the winter season, 
when communication with the north is 
cut oil'. The only rea.son it was jiot 
nskea for ill the )]Ctitioii \w.s that llie

what Ihe rcquirciiients of the mines 
might call lor. 

Mu. Booni Ihonght that a rule of the 
house respecting the iiotice.H given for a 
bill slioulil not be invoked in a case of 
this kind where the extension asked for 
is 80 necessary. .As tlie company re 
ipieat nothing except pernrn^ion to liuil.i 
their road be thought the legislature 
should not put obstacles in their way. 

The amendment was linally lost ami 
Ihe section adopted. .An ameiulment liy 
Mr. Ividiie reducing from six years to 
live the time within which tlu^ sixth 
section (to rontictoii) must be com- 
pleted, was adoptcnl. .A long discuHsion 
then took nhu-e on the subject of the pro- 
posed authority to construct branith 
lines ; without resnlt. 

Dr. Wai.kem moved to insert as a new-

.Mil. lioorii thought that a Dominion 
cliinlei' would be required before the

Capt. Irvino had always understood 
that this road was to bo built for the 
benulit of British Columbia, and be 
thought the amendment was a very pro- 
per one. 

Mil. IvK.s.s-HDV said that when the bill 
was before the railway committci' not 
one word was saitl about crossing the 
boundary. 

Ilo.v. Mil. I'hiKifrs pointed out that 
Roswland is only about six miles from 
the boundary, and from tliore to Ivettle 
river the roiul will run nearly ])arallel to 
the international lino. The amendment 
inigbt therefore bo the cause of prevent- 
ing the construction of branch lines to 
bring ore from mines discovered within 
half a mile of the boundary to be Bmelt- 
ed in Canada. 

Mr. Wn.MAMS was surprised at what 
the Provincial Secretary had said about 
accepting the recotninendatioii of tiio 
railway committee ; he for one did not 
intend to go it blind, and if tbis road is 
to cross the boundary two or three times, 
as said to-day, he would oppose it. 

Mk. KiM.i.ii: offered to accept the 
aniendiueiit, and if wiLbin a year the 
com])any found they could not build the 
line witliout crossing the boundary they 
could ask for an amendment next year. 

Mk. Huntku said that to prohibit this 
railway from crossing the boundary line 
would prevent the company from get- 
ting a supjily of coke whicii must come 
through the United States. He had come 
to the conclusion that the whole cause 
of the op|)osition to-ihiy is the desire of 
a certain portion of ttie province to com- 
pel the company to carry on construc- 
tion in an unhusiiiesslike way, by coiii- 
mencing at Penticton.

By this lime it was getting .pretty 1 
late in tho day ; uevertheless we bin-nud 
with such impatience to be near 'Our i 
dear Moll that wo set forth for Thad- I 
viir, which lies upon the sojicoast about ! 
Hoveii 1-iiglisli leagues east of Algiers i 
But a cool, refreshing air from the sea ' 
mid the great joy in onr hearts muuli) ; 
this journey .seem to ns tlio most'de- I 
lij;litfiil of our lives. And indeed, aftiM' j 
passin;^ thnaigh tho suburbs richly 
planted with gardens, and ero.-isiug the 
river, on whicli aro many mills, .and ho ' 
coming into the jdainof Mettegia, there 
is such an abundance of swoetodors and j 
lovely fertile vie\vs to enchant the 
Beiises thai a dull man would he inspir- 
ited to a happy, cheerful mood.

It is reported in the North tlnit the 
Iludsiui I'ay Co.'s steamer Calediniia, 
now at Fort .Simpson waiting for naviga- 
tion to opi'ii on the upper Skeena, is this 
year to ply on the Stiekeen. Miners 
going into llie Casaiar country can, it is 
said, do so more expeditiously by taking 
the Stiekeen river than any other route. 
In early ilays when niiniiiLr honined in 
Cassiar tlie Stiekeen route was about the 
only one known, hut ol Kite it has been 
hut very little used. Wliat service this 
vessel accoin|ilislies is not very well 
known. The river pusses ihrnii^h about 
oue. huiulred miles of Alaskan territory, 
and is navigable for hundreds of miles 
heyonil. It is a line body <if water and 
its iisefnlnes.s will no doubt be fully real- 
ized if the Uah'.ilonia is operated on il. 
The service rendered by tlie steamer on 
Ihe Upuur Skeena is not to be aban- 
tlotied, however, for, according to the 
report, the vessel is to run interinittenily 
on botii rivers, although they are dis- 
tant from each other more than one 
hundred miles. Mr. Hall, inanaL'er of 
the Hudson's l^ay (Company in this city, 
is at jinse t in the Fast, and in eoii- 
sciiuence the ri'iiort eaniiot bi^ verilied. 
The inl'oriiiiilion was broufiht by the 
sieanier Harliara iioscowit/, just down 
from the Xorth with freight and passen- 
gers.

To TiiK Spohting Editoii : — I cannot as 
chiiirinan of the Vancoiver Island 
f-'ish atul Ciamo Protection Asso- 
ciaticti of course take any part in 
newspaper controversies on the game 
law, but as a private individual 1 should 
like to be allowed to say how thorou;^h- 
ly in accord I am with the suggestion 
made by Delta and by various gentle- 
men in the Duncan district.

That licing so, would il not Iji' as well 
for ns all to pull together as niucli as 
possible and get the best close times 
we (-au. I can personally assure gentle- 
men at a dis'ance Iroin the Capital that 
the men wlio have taken jiart in these 
meetings are not seeking for class legis- 
lation and do not want eitlier to unduly 
interfere with tlus farmers or get every- 
thing for themselves. As an instance, I, 
though chairman of the society, have 
not shot a dozen grouse or pheasants in 
seven years on the Island, all my sport 
being obtained in the mountains of the 
Mainland.

ERITAIN AND VKNEZUI<:LA. 

Testimony in Favor of British Contentions 
Said to Be of Overwhelmiag 
Strength. 

London, March 4. — The St. James 
Gazette this afternoon publishes a per- 
liminary summary of the Britifili blue 
book upon the Venezuelan situation. It 
is said to contain extracts from the 
archives of Holland from the latter part 
of the lOtli to the second decade of the 
l',)th century, and extracts from tlie 
archives of Spain, from Orellana's ascent 
of tlie river .\niazoii in lo 12, ami .Mar- 
tine/,' ascent of the Drinoeo river to 
Hiego de t)rdaz,down to \'eiiezuehi's in- 
deiiendeiiee iu ISIiO. It will be siiown, 
it is Slid, by ovei wheliiiing strength, 
that till' possession of the west hank of 
the I'^sseiiiiiho hv Clieal Britain is be- 
yond doiiht. 

The (_ia/,ett(? says: "The state- 
ment shows the iHitcli occupation 
of the coast of tiuiana up to llie 
moulh of the Orinoco, such posses- 
sion iniplyiiio the right of ovviiersbii) to 
Ihe Hinterland iback country), which 
right , it is sliowii , iiie Dutch exercised 
i. me sixteenth century. The early 
Dutch majis give the northwest boiiiid- 
arv as start iiig from Bariina point and 
going northwestward inland, roughly 
parallel to the Orinoco, to the eoiillu- 
ence of the Caroni and (Iriuoeo. 
:\'.-cording to the map which 
lie Lisle jirepared for J-ouis XV in 
1771, the delimitation of the district and 
t le Dutch boundary from Bariiiia Point 
is identical with the present British 
cliiinis. Sir Frederick Pollock proves 
that the Spaniards were never estab- 
lished in Guiana proper until they over- 
ran a part of the Briiisb territory to the 
Ciivani in 1868. rr<iviou»>ly the extreme 
Spanish settlement was St. Toine. This 
is borne out by the I lulidi map of IT'.IS, 
prepared for tiie as.-istaiiee of the slates- 
iiieli who were negotialiiur the cession of 
tile Dutch euloiiies in America to Great 
I'l itain. 

" Sir Fredr-rli^k Bel lock esliibli.slied be- 
yond c| nest ion that Holland vigorously 
])rolested whenever the SpauianU oiitor- 
ed the Ciiyaiii valley, that Spain had no 
answer to these protesta and that she 
never claimed its ownership. But the 
States General twice, in 17.")'.) and in 1701), 
denmnded reparation for Spanish viola- 
tion of the Dutch territory. Tho Sjiaii- 
ish correspondence quoted ^hows that 
the government rejected the advice of 
Governor Ciinmna to push the Diithli 
out of Cuyani. The government docliired 
that the proposals weie too aiidticiotis, 
as they attempted to show that Guiana 
was more extensive than was actually 
the case. Tho Dutch archive.s have hcen 
so well kept that Sir Frederick Bollock 
was able to estahlislian i-refragahle case 
for the British ownership of the Cuyani 
basin, though there is no adducible evi- 
dence as to how fur the Dutch hold the 
conn try bet ween tho Schomburgk line 
and the Orinoco."

to taxation, and to a practically impossible 
literary correspondence with "the assessor 
in order to find mineral in place for the 
purpij.se of his record, and afterwards to de- 
teriniiie wheiber there is any ore body 
worth working. The latter, particularly, 
i s il jinic ss .so dillicult, uncertain and ex- 
pensive that few" prospectors are ever able 
to carry il out. 'their utmost exiieclation 
IS that by spending on the claim wages 
earned elsewhere, or borrowing money or 
getliii).; sii]i]ilies from friends, they "may 
perhaps in tlie course of years, open the 
claim out with such indications that some 
richer titan will " bond " and further test 
the property. In the ineantiiiie the niiner'.s 
output as It lies on the premises, Ihongli 
mineral bearing, may be commercially 
valueless, or there may be no roads, rail- 
ways or concentrators anywhere near the 
claim. The nian's mind is not upon the 
outinit, hut upon tlie openiii;,' U]) of his 
iirospect for tlie pur|joM! stated. In the 
ease of tlie prospector, therefore, the pro- 
posed ta.\ will be a tax on mining pro- 
cesses, rather than on valuer that might be 
properly the subject of ta.valion. 

So with the iiiiiies that are further iiil- 
Yanced. Say when the purcliuser or bonder 
of prosjiects replaces the prospector uiiil 
uiKlertalces work of a similar nature, but 
on a larger scale. A purchaser may ship 
ore iflie lia.s the moans; the "bonder'' usu- 
ally is not penuitted to ship ore except for 
saiiiiiliii!; purposes. Tho latter, ns is well 
liiiowii. Ill 111 as Mr. Finch authoritatively 
states tVoiu Ills own experience, may spend 
any iiiiiou lit I'l uiii ^;.'i,iK.)U to iO.IKIlf u poll a 
b.iiiileij claim and tlieii aliaiiiloii it with the 
total loss of Ihe ex peinlil lire. Why should 
bis i;allaiil eiiter|irisi — a merely tentative 
procrss— 1)0 biiiileiied with a grievous im- 
post on an output that is to him unusable 
atul dead. Again, even w hen claims attain 
a higher dignity il hy no means follows 
that the gross oiitjint of mineral-bearing 
substances is a proper subject for taxation. 
A large amount of dead work has to be un- 
dertaken, both il! sliippiug mines and regu- 
lar iliviileiid-iiayiiig mines. The presence 
colli pariitively near the surface of a consid-
